C in c in n a ti June 24—Th# sgOBy is over 
for the present. 
After a contest which, at 
different times, has kindled the flame of 
hope iu the bosom ot nearly every promi* 
neat Democrat in the party, the conven­ 
tion has united upon General Winfield 
Scott Hancock, of Pennsylvania, for Pres­ 
ident, aud W. ii. English, of Induna, for 
V’ice President. 
The result, so far as 
Hancock is concerned, was generally ex­ 
pected by those who witnessed the enthus­ 
iasm which his name excited yesterday. 
Yet his most ardent supporters entertained 
a wellgrounded fear that he might be 
dt teated 
by 
the 
machinations 
or 
tfce money of Tilden. 
However, atter de­ 
voting the entire night to a canvass of the 
old man’s strength, the New York delega­ 
tion met early this morning, decided that 
it was useless to try and force him upon 
the convention, and agreed to vote solid 
for Sam Randall. 
This determination 
leaked ou t; iu fact no secret was made of 
it, and i's influence was such that before 
the convention assembled, Tilden 
was 
kuoiru to be a dead cock in the pit. 
Meanwhile Hancock's friends had not 
been idle, and by persuasion, promises, 
and bribes, had gained more than a hun­ 
dred recruits from Arkansas. Alabama 
Kansas, Kentucky, Michigan, Massachu­ 
setts. North Carolina, Iowa, Pennsylvania, 
and Tennessee*, and had received intima 
tions that Illinois and Ohio were ready to 
swing for him if it became apparent that 
he needed only their votes to secure the 
nomination. They were therefore confi­ 
dent of success, and felt that only tho most 
sudden and unexpected change ct senti­ 
ment could bring about the deteat of their 
man.

creased during the last fourteen 'mouths at 
the ra*.e of 5,090 per rn Kith. These unset­ 
tled ^claims now more than double tho 
number at the date of the passage of the 
arrears of pension act in January,

are 
now 
pending 280,000 
claims, 
or 
thcreabiuts. 
During 
the six months prior to the passage of tho 
act, from July 1,1878, to January 1,1879, 
the claims filed each month did not exceed 
1.250 tor widows and invalids together. 
The seventeen months since the passage ut 
the arrears act have seen no less than 
8,500 per month placed on file. These arc 
rapidly accumulating, as can readily be 
calculated, when it la known that under 
the present facilities only about 2.500 per 
month can be disposed of.

TEE CANDIDATES. 
JAMES A C. AKUI ULU. 
James Abraham Garlic!! was boru ca 
the 19ih of November, 1831, in the tow n­ 
ship of Orange, Cuyahoga county, Ohio, 
about fifteen miles boatheast of Cleveland. 
He comes of plain New England country 
stock. 
His laiLtr, Abraham Garfield, was 
a farmer in very moderate circumstance®, 
who died in 1833, Raying a family of four 
children, of whom Jam es was the y o u n g ' 
est. His m other, a woman of unusual 
strength of character, is still living, 
liy 
bcf exertions she managed to keep the 
fa m ily together until the boys were old 
enough to carn their own living. The land 
in Orange is poor, aud the little Garfield 
farm afforded only a scanty subsistence to 
the family. 
Jam es got a le w m onths of 
district school tuition winters, and the rest 
of the year worked upon the farm or help­ 
ed in a carpenter's shop. 
He 
had an 
absorbing ambition to get a good educa­ 
tion, which at an early age gave his char­ 
acter its beni, and shaped his future course 
in Hie. 
The Ohio and Erie Canal ran not 
far from his m other's house, and finding 
that the men employed upon it got better 
wages than he could earn at the carpen­ 
ter's bench, he hired outgas a driver when 
he was seventeen years old, and soon rose 
to the position of boatman. 
Hard work 
and exposure brought on a fever in the 
tail of lb48, which lasted three months and 
put an end to a scheme for shipping as a 
sailor on the lakes; 
In the spring of lblO, the boy's mother 
gayo him a few dollars which she had 
laved for the purpo»e by pinching econo­ 
my, and told him he could now realize his 
ambition of learning something more than 
the district school could teacn. 
He went 
to Geauga Academy, uu obscure in stitu ­ 
tion in a country village not far from 
Orange, and being too poor to pay tne 
$1 .50 a week which was the price asktd 
for board, he took a few cooking utensils 
and a stock of provisions, and, hiring a 
room in an old unpainted farm -house, 
boarded himself. 
From th? day he loll 
home for the Academy he never had a 
dollar which he did not earn. 
He so^n 
found employment with the carpenters ct 
the village, and by working mornings and 
evenings and Saturdays he earned enough 
to pay his way. 
The summer vacation 
enabled him to save something toward the 
fall term, and in the ensuing wiutcr he 
taught a district school. 
Thus he kept on 
for several years, teaching in the winter, 
working at the bench in summers, and 
attending tne Academy during the fall aud 
spring terms. 
He was a tall, m uscular, 
fair-haired country lad in those days, look­ 
ing a good deal like a Germao it spite of 
his pure Yankee blood. 
Healthy in mind 
and body, genial in temperament, a good 
wrestler and bill-plavcr as well us a good 
student, he was a great favorite with his 
comrades and teachers. 
AT COLLEGE. 
W hen he was twenty-three years old, he 
felt that he had got all the education out of 
the country academy which it was capable 
of giving, und resolved to go to college. He 
was confident that he could enter the J un- 
tor clam, and so have only two years to 
complete the college course, and he Galen - 
lated that he had saved b j his teaching and 
carpenter work about halt enough money 
to pay bis expenses. 
H ow to get the reel 
of the sum needed was a problem. A Kind- 
hearted gentleman, many years his senior, 
who has ever since been one of his clo set 
friends, loaned him the amount. 
So Scru­ 
pulous was the young man about the pay­ 
m ent of the debt that he got his lite insured 
and placed the policy in his creditor’s 
hands. “It I live,” he said. “I shall pay 
you, and if I die you will sulfur no lo** ” 
The debt was repaid soon alter he gradu­ 
ated. 
He went to Williams College in the 
fail of 1851, and, as he b a i anticipate I, he 
passed the examination lor the Junior 
class. 
Two years later ha graduated, and 
bore off the 
metaphysical hon<*r. 
His 
classmates remember well his prodigious 
industry as a student, his physical activity 
in the college gam. s, and Lls cordial, 
hearty, social ways 
While at the Geauga Asadci. y. Garfield | 
joined the Dimple®’ Church, a ne w t.c ij 
Which had spread with remarkable rapid­ 
ity in Ohio under the mfiieLce ct inc 
preaching ct Alexander Campbell. 
It a*® 
often been said that Garfield wa* at one 
tim e a minister. 
Ibis is not true. 
The 
story had a foundation, however, in the 
fact that he used to speak in the churches 
of the denomination. The D.sciples at that 
time had no regular paid ministry. 
Tney 
supported traveling elders, but the congre­ 
gations had no pastors, aud were usually 
addressed by some one among the mein - 
hers who had a natural talent for public 
oratory. 
Garfield's purpose was to be a 
lawyer, and he bad not swerved from it at 
the lime he used to talk of religion and a 
future life to the little congregations iu 
the Disciples’ meeting houses in Northern 
Ohio. 
COLLEGE TOES IDES T. 
In the county of Portage, not 
far from 
w here Garfield lived, the DLcipics had a 
struggling college, called Hiram Eclectic 
Institute, which undertook to furnish edu­ 
cation and religious training at the lowest 
poesiole price, 
it was natural that the I 
young, talented Disciple, who had just 
been graduated with 
d:s*iaction in an 
Eastern college, should be attracted to this 
school. 
He became professor of Latin and 
Greek, and the next year, when he was 
only twenty-six years old, he was made 
president of the institute. 
There proba­ 
bly never was a younger college president 
He carried into his new position the re ­ 
m arkable energy and vigor and good sense 
which are the main springs of his charac­ 
ter. He soon doubled the attendance at 
school, raised its standard of scholarship. 
strengthened 
its faculty, and 
inspired 
everybody connected with it with some­ 
thing ct his own zeal and enthusiasm 
At 
the same time he studied law and was an 
omnivorous reader of general literature. 
His place In life seemed now won, and 
he married the object of his youthful love 
—Lucretia Rudolph, a farm er’s daughter, 
who had been bis fellow student at the 
academy. 
Miss Rudolph was a refined, 
intelligent, affectionate girl, who shared 
thirst tor knowledge and his ambition for 
culture, and had at the same time, the 
domestic tastes aud talents which fitted 
her equally to preside over the home of 
the poor college professor and that of the 
famous statesman. 


Valley. Thus a citizen soldier who had 
never sec n a battle was entrusted w ith the 
serious task of defeating a force outnum ­ 
bering his by nearly two to one, and com­ 
manded by a man who had led the famous 
charge of tho Kentucky Volunteers at 
Buena Vlstx. 
By a forced night m arch be 
reached M irshalla's position near Preston- 
burg at daybreak ; fell upon him with im­ 
petuosity, and after a sharp fight forced 
him to burn bis baggage and retreat into 
Virginia. 
The Rebels left a small force in 
Pound Gap, which they fortified and held 
a* a point cl observation. 
On the 14th of 
March Colonel Garfield started w ith 500 
infantry and *200 cavalry to dislodge this 
force. A st Vero march of ten days brought 
his men to the gap. 
Ho sent his cavalry 
along the iii nu road to attract the enemy’s 
attention, while Le scrambled over tho 
rock* and through the woods with his in ­ 
fantry aud reached the outskirts of the 
Rebel camp un >bserved. 
A few volleys 
scattered them in full retreat. 
These operations cleared Eastern K en­ 
tucky aud stopped the ll ink movement 
which was disturbing Bush’s plaa. it was 
of much greater military importance than 
the number et troops in it indicated. G ar­ 
field was rewarded for his victory with the 
rank of Brig .Jier-G eneral, and was or­ 
dered to 
join Buell’s arm y which was 
then on its way to reinforce G rant at Pitts­ 
burg Lauding. la command of the Tw en­ 
tieth Brigade ae reached the battle field in 
the second day of the engagement. 
His 
brigade next look part in the tedious siege 
of Corinth. la August ill-health com pc led 
him to leave the field lor a time, aud he 
was made a member ol the court-m artial 
tor the trial of Fitz John Porter. In Ja n ­ 
uary, 1803, he was made Chiel of Staff of 
the Army of the Cumberland, and became 
the intimate friend and adm irer of its 
commander. Genet I Rosencranz. 
A t the 
battle of Chickamauga he wrote every o r­ 
der save one, submitting each to General 
Rosencranz t**r a p p r o v a l o r change. Tnat 
one was the fatal order to General Wood, 
which lost the day. The words did not 
clearly convey the meaning of tho com ­ 
ino an iio g general; 
Wood m isinterpreted 


and strikes tremendous blows. 
Blaine’s 
tactics were to continually harms? th e 
enemy by sharp shooting surprises and 
picket firing. Garfield waits for an op ­ 
portunity to deliver a pitched battle, aud 
his generalship is shown to best advantage 
when the fight is a fair one and waged on 
grounds where each party thinks itself the 
strongest. Then his solid shot of argum ent 
are exceedingly effective. 
On the stump 
Garfield is one of the best orators in the R e­ 
publican party. 
He has a good voice, an 
air of evideut sincerity, great clearness aud 
vigor of statement and a way of k u ittmg 
his argum ents togethi r so a9 to make a 
speech deepen its Impression on the mind 
of the bearer until the climax is reached. 
W ith the single exception of 1807 when 
he made a tour of Europe, ho has done 
hard work on the stump for the Republi­ 
can party in ever? campaign since bo en 
tered Congress. F or the past too years 
his services have been in demand in all 
parts of the country; 
Ile has usually re ­ 
serve! half his time for the Ohio canvass, 
and given the other half to other States. 
The November election finds him worn 
and haggard with travel and speaking In 
the open a r, -.but his robust constitution 
always carries him through, and atter a 
few weeks rest on his farm he appears iu 
W ashington refreshed and ready tor the 
duties of the session. 
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.LUTED TO C NGIIE'S. 
im i of 1802 when everybody 
: war was going to end iu a 
a number of officers who had 
ti m la the field were taken 
a and elected to Congress, 
i was General Garfield, who 
ted by tne Republicans of 
Joshua it. Giddmg’s old district while with 
his br:g»Je in 
Kentucky. 
He bad no 
knowledge of any such movement in bis 
behalf, aud when he accepted the nomina­ 
tion he did so id the belief that the Rebel­ 
lion w>*uli b ; subdued before he would be 
called upon to take his seat iu tho House 
in December, 18bJ.

partly the r ult of his m ilitary fame and 
partly of a de ire on the part of the friends

Gat ll eld’s popularity made him 
the most available man in tho district for 
this purpose, 
lie was elected by a large 
majority. 
He continued his m ilitary se r­ 
vice up to the d *y cl the meeting of Con 
gress. 
Even tutu, he seriously thought of 
resigning his p »s.lion as a Representative 
rather than bis Maj >r General’s commis­ 
sion, aud would h ive done so had there 
been any prospect cd aoli vc service in the 
field during th 
winter month?. 
He ha9 
oiten expressed ii grot that he did not fight 
the war through. 
Had he done so, he 
would, no doubt, have ranked at its close 
among the foremost of the victorious Gen­ 
erals ut the Republic. 


A SPLENDID FINANCIAL RECORD. 


LEGISLATURE AND ARMY. 
In 1859 Garfield was elected to the Sen­ 
ate of Ohio from the counties ot Portage 
and Summit. 
Ile had taken part rn the 
political campaign of a vigorous, logical 
stump orator. 
He did not think a few 
weeks in the W inter at Columbus would 
break in seriously upon his college work, 
to which he was devoted. 
It is probable*, 
however, that he already felt the prom pt­ 
ings of political ambition, which he did 
not even acknowledge to himself. 
His 
most intimate friend in the Senate was J. 
D. Cox, who atteward became a Maj or- 
G en era! and Governor ot the State. 
D ur­ 
ing the session of 1801’02, Garfield was 
characteristically active and vigorous in 
aiding to prepare the State to stand by the 
General Government in opposition to the 
rising storm of rebellion. When the 6torui 1 
burst he determined to drop everything j 
and enter the army. 
A company was ; 
raised at Hiram composed exclusively of > 
the students of his college, and was attach - 1 
ed to the 42d Ohio Intantry. At that time j 
the Ohio Regiment when organized clee .cd 
their officers by ballot. 
Garfield was 
chosen Colonel, and the regiment took the 
field in Eastern Kentucky in D ecern -I 
ber, 18G1, Colonel Garfield was assigned to 
the command of the 18th Brigade, and 
was ordered by General Buell to drive 
Hum phrey Marshall out oi 
the Sandy 


Again reelected in 1808, General G ar­ 
field was appointed chairman of the Bank­ 
ing and C arri Ley Committee, and during 
the same Congress did most of the hard 
work of the committee on the ninth cen­ 
sus. 
His financial views, always sound, 
aud based on the firm foundation of honest 
money an! unsullied National honor, had 
now become strengthened by his studies 
and investigations, aud he was recognized 
as the best authority in the House on the 
great subjects of the debt and the currency. 
His record in the legislation concerning 
these subjects is without a flaw. 
No man 
in Congress made* a more consistent and 
unwavering fight against the paper money 
delusions that nourished during tho decade 
following the war, and in favor of specie 
payments and the strict fulfillment of the 
N ation’s obligati >n® to its creditors. 
His 
speeches became the financial gospel of the 
Republican party. 
in 1871 
General Garfield was made 
Cnairnian of the Committee on A ppropri­ 
able, and held the post until the Demo- 
: crats got control of the House In 1875. 
lo 
that im portant position he largely reduced 
the expenditures of the government and 
j thoroughly reformed the system of esti­ 
mates and appropriations, providing for 
i closer accountability on the* part of those 
who spend the public money, and a clear 
knowledge oa tne p*rt of tnoso who vote 
it of what it used for. 
LEADERSHIP CF THE IIoU.-E. 
I 
When James G. Blaine went to tho 
! Senate, in 1877, the mantie.of Republican 
leadership .n ‘.he House was by common 
consent placed upon Garfield, and he has 
1 worn it ever since, 
in January last he 
Was elected to the Senate to the seat which 
wiii be vacated by Alien G. Thurm an on 
the lib of M*rcb. 1881. 
He received the 
unanimous vote ot the Republican caucus, 
an b rn or never given to any other man of 
any party in the State of Onto. 
As a leader rn the Uouso he is more 
cautious and Its® d tubing than Blaine, and 
his judicial turn of mind makes him too 
prone to look tor two sides of a question 
tor him to be an efficient partisan. 
W hen 
the issue fairly touches his convictions, 
however, he becomes thoroughly aroused 


HIS INDUSTRIAL HA RIT®. 
Of his Industry and studious habits a 
great deal m ight be said, but a single il­ 
lustration will suffice. 
Once during the 
busiest part of a very busy session at 
Washington a friend found bim in his 
library behind a big barricade of books. 
This was no unusual sight, but when the 
viator glanced at tho volumes ho saw 
they were all different editions of Horace, 
or books relating to that poet. *‘I find I 
am overworked and need recreation/’ said 
the General. “Now, my theory is that 
the best way to rest the mind is not to lei 
it be idle, bul to put it al something quite 
outside of the ordinary line of its empl »y- 
muut. So I am resting by learning ai! the 
Goagressioutftl Library can show ab u*. 
Horace a n i the various editions and trans­ 
lations of his poems.’’ 
General Garfield 
never went through the lower grades of 
law practice. 
After he had made his re p ­ 
utation in Congress he was occasionally 
associated with Jerem iah Ii. Black in 
im portant Supreme Court cases, where h a 
power of close, logical argument made his 
aid of great value. 
Ho has never sought 
law business, and has never accepted any 
which interfered with his public duties. 


GENERAL GARFIELD’S HOME LIFE. 
Generrl Garfield is the possessor of two 
homes, and his family migrates twice a 
j 
year. Some ten years ago, finding how 
unsatisfactory life was in hotels and b >ard 
mg houses, he bought a lot of ground on 
the corner of Thirteenth aud I streets, In 
Washington, with money borrowed of a 
friend built a plain, substantial three story 
house. 
A w in g was extended afterward 
to make room tor the fast growing library. 
The money was repaid in time, and was 
probably saved in great part from what 
would otherwise have gone to landlords. 
The children grew up rn pleasant ffmie 
surroundings, and the house became u 
centre of mach simple and cordial hospi­ 
tality. Five or 6lx years ago the little 
cottage at Hiram wa9 sold, and for a tim e 
the only residence the U arfidJs had In his 
district was a summer house ho built on 
Little M ountain, a bold elevation in Lake 
county, 
which 
commands 
a 
view 
of thirty miles of rich farming country 
stretched along the shore of Lake Erie. 
Three years ago he bought a farm in M en­ 
tor, lo the same county, ly log co both sides 
of the Lake bitore and Michigan Southern 
Railroad. 
Here his family spend all the 
time when he is free from his duties In 
Washington. The 
original 
farm-house 
was a low, old fashioned, story-and-a-half 
building, and Its limited accommodations 
were supplemented by numerous outbuild­ 
ings, one of which General Garfield u h s 
for office aud 
library purposes. 
Last 
spring he had the house enlarged and 
remodelled, so that it now bas a handsome 
modern look. The farm contains about 
120 acres of excellent land in a high state 
of cultivation, and the Congressman finds 
a recreation, of which he never tires, in 
directing the field work and making im ­ 
provements rn the buildings, fences and 
orchards. Cleveland Is only twenty-five 
miles away ; there is a post office and a 
railway station within half a mile, aud the 
pretty country town of Painesville is but 
five miles distant. One of the pleasures 
of summ er life on the Garfield farm is a 
drive 
of 
two 
miles 
through 
the woods to the lake shore and a bath in 
the breakers. 
Visitors who come unan­ 
nounced oiten find the General working in 
the hayfield w ith his broad, genial face 
sheltered from the sun under a big chip 
hat aud his trousers tucked in a pair of 
cowhide boots. He is a thorough country­ 
man by instinct. The smell of the good 
brown earth, the b ein g of cattle, the per­ 
fume of the new-cut grisi, and all the 
sights and sounds of farm lite are dear to 
him from early associations. 
General Garfield has five children living, 
and has lost two, who died in infancy. Tne 
two older boys, H arry a c ! James, are now 
at school in New Hampshire. 
Mary, or 
Molly, as everybody calls her, is a hand­ 
some, rosy-cheeked girl of about twelve. 
The two younger boys are named Irw in 
and Abram. The General's m other is still 
living, and has long been a member of hts 
family. She Is an intelligent, energetic old 
lady, with a clear head and a strong will, 
who keeps well posted In the news of the 
day and is very proud of her son’s career, 
though more liberal of criticism than of 
praise. 


THE EARNING3 OF AN 
ACTIVE LIFE. 
General Garfield^ property may am ount 
to $20,090. It consists exclusively of his 
farm in Ohio and his house rn W ashing­ 
ton, and every dollar of it has been earned 
by his own exertions. 
He bas saved a 
little every year from his salary, and wr.h 
an occasional legal fee, has made up the 
bulk of his estate. 
W hen 
he entered 


Congress he owned a little house in Hiram , 
worth, perhaps, $1,500. 
His hospitable 
habits have interfered somewhat with his 
economies. 
It rarely happens that the 
family are a week by themselves in W ash­ 
ington or in Mentor. 
Guests are always 
welcome, and are made to led at home by 
being taken into the daily life of the fam­ 
ily.

General Garfield’* district lies 
in the 
extreme norlhea®tern corner of Ohio, and 
now embraces the counties of Ashtabula, 
Trumbull, U uiga, Lake and Mahoniog 
1119 old home, county of Portage, was d e ­ 
tached I nun ii a year ago. 
With the ex­ 
ception ut tne coal and iron regions in the 
extreme southern part, the district is purely 
a rural one, and is inhabited by a popula­ 
tion of pure New England ancestry. It is 
claimed that there is lets illiteracy in 
proportion to the population thaii in any 
other district in the United Elates.

person General Garfield is six feet high, 
broad shouldered and strongly bu lt.

hair and beard, now touched with gray, 
large, light blue eyes, a prominent nose 
and full checks.

He dresses plainly, is fond of broad- 
brimmed slouch hats and stout boots, eats 
heartily, cares nothing for luxurious liv ­ 
ing, is a great reader of good books on all 
feuded-, is thoroughly temperate in all 
ro p ed * , s«ve in that of brain work, and la 
devoted to his wile and children. 
Among 
men he is genial, approachable, com pan­ 
ionable and a remarkably entertaining 
talker. 
His mind is a vast storehouse of 
facts, reminiscences aud anecdotes. 
Ile is not what is called a practical poli­ 
tician. 
Ile knows little of the machinery 
of caucuses and convention?, or of the 
methods of conducting close campaigns 
His constituents have niuc times nominated 
Ulm without tiny ill >rt o n hi* part. arid 
have elected him by majorities ranging 
from GOGO to 11.WO. A? a politician in the 
l*rg< r and better sense of shaping the 
policy of a great p*rty, however, he baa 
few* (qual-. To no man is the Republican 
party more indebted tor its successes in 
recent ye <r® than to Jam es A Garfield. 


on the cars of all street lines InfNew York. 
All these events led to the formation of 
the Republican party in this State, in 
which Mr. A rthur took a prominent part. 
Daring the war great service for the 
Government was rendered by Mr. A rthur. 
On January 1,1861, be was appointed 
EDginer in Chief by Governor Morgan of 
this State. In this office he did very val­ 
uable service in the equipm ent of the vol­ 
unteers of this State tor the war. 
Upon 
January 27,1861, in honor of these ser­ 
vices, ho was appointed Q uarterm aster- 
General on Governor M organ’s staff. Here 
he again worked w ith great energy to 
forward troops to the seat of war. 
Ho took great iEterest in politics, and 
gradually became one of the leaders of the 
Rupublicao party in this State. 
Upon 
November 29, 1871, ho was appointed 
Collector ot the Port by President G rant 
t;o succeed Thomas M orphy. 
Upon the 
expiration of his tour years’ term , so accep­ 
tably had he filled the post, that he was 
reappointed in 
December, 
1875. 
The 
nomination this time wa9 unanimously 
confirmed by the Senate without reference 
to a committee as usual. 
This was a high 
compliment, usually reserved for 
ex- 
Senator?. On July;21, 1878, he was sue* 
ceeded by Collector M erritt. 
Upon Septem ber 18.1879, he was elected 
Chairman oi the Republican State Commit­ 
tee. 
it was largely due to his skillful 
management that the campaign was such 
•a succeeduI one—all the Republican candi 
dates for State offices being elected. 
M r. 
A rthur’s wife, a verv estimable woman — 
the* daughter of Captain Herndon, who wa9 
lost on the Central Am erica—died in this 
city during the past winter. I5he bad two 
children, who are both living.

Doubtless many oi thepertou3 who livre 
at the F ilth Avenue Hotel lo the fall of 
18*9 noticed frequently passing through its 
cm d corridor a till, robust man, whose 
face beamed with good humor. This was 
Chester A. A rthur, Chairman of the R e­ 
public *u Stat, Committee, then occupying 
room* id the* lintel as their headquarters 
It they had inquired about the m an’s his­ 
tory they worn .1 have learned that he came 
of good religious stock—that might guard 
him during his wanderings among politi­ 
cians. 
His lather was a Baptist clergyman of 
Troy, where, it is said, some titty years agt) 
he was born. 
Ile received an excellent 
education. 
Union College was near by, at 
Schenectady, and it wn9 natural therefore 
that young Arthur, after c )inpl eteiog his 
preparatl u for c dlege, should enter its 
doors 
Here. iii tho year 1818, he wi9 
graduated. 
W hile in college ho was a 
dilig* ut and popular student. He stood 
high In his classes, and was recognized as 
a man oi ability and promise. He was 
welcomed into the Psi Upsilon Fraternity, 
and ever afterward has taken a deep inter­ 
est in us welfare. 
Upon leaving college 
he studied law, and was admitted to the 
bar in 1859. 
lie came to this city and 
formed a law partnership with Erastus D 
Culver, afterward Minister to one of the 
rtouth American States, and a Judge also 
of the Civil Court of Brooklyn. Almost 
at the beginmg of his practice, Air A rthur 
was successful in winning causes. 
After 
Mr Culver accepted tho Judgeship, Mr 
A rthur formed a new partnership w ith a 
Air 
Gardner.

Upon 
tho 
death 
of

Gardner 
In 18G5 the business was continued by Air 
A rthur alone. 
Iii the year 1871, in com ­ 
pany with Benjamin Iv. Phelps, the Dis- 
trict-A ttorney. ne formed the firm of A r- | 
thur, Phelps, Kite val* & Ransom. 
Air A rthur’s first great case was the 
well-known suit of Jonathan Lemmon, of 
Virginia, to recover possession of eight 
slaves tnat had been declared free by Judge 
Paine, of the Superior Court of this city. 
Lemmon had incautiously been passing 
through New 
York w ith his slaves, in ­ 
tend mg to ship them to Texas, when they 
were discovered and freed by order of 
Judge Paiue. The Judge was of the opin­ 
ion that the Fugitive Slave law did not 
hold thise slave?. 
The State of Virginia 
directed its Attorney-General to appeal 
from Judge Paine’s decision. The Legisla* 
ture of this State responded to the chal­ 
lenge by requesting the Governor to em ­ 
ploy counsel lo defend the case. 
E. D. 
Culver and Joseph Blunt were appointed. 
Aiterward they withdrew and Mr A rthur 
was appointed. 
He associated with him 
selt William AI Evarts, and argued the case 
beiore the Supremo Court. 
That Court 
sustained Judge Palau’s decision. 
The 
ease was then appeal d to the Court of 
Appeals. 
There also the judgm ent of 
Judge Paine was affirmed—and henceforth 
no slaveholder dared venture into New 
York State will) bis tiaves. This was not 
the sole case in which A rthur busied h im ­ 
self iu behalf of the claves. 
Even as late a9 1859 colored people w ire 
not permitted to ride on the Fourth Aven­ 
ue street car?. 
L Lf. rn Jennings, a colored 
woman of excjile.iL character superintend­ 
ent of o 8 UU day school was {roughly expell- 
e stru m a Fourth Avenue car because she 
was black. She brought a suit against the 
railroad 
company, aad applied to Mr. 
A rthur for advice. 
He accepted charge of 
the case, and managed it before Judge 
Rockwell in a Brooklyn court.

gave a verdict of $509 dam agts in favor : f 
the colored woman. 
The $509 was paid
